— 'Phe  editor  of  the 
New  Lngland  Fanner  has  invented  andap- 
plied  to  use  xvhat  he  conceives  to  be  an  im¬ 
provement  on  any  method  heretofore  made 
use  of,  for  heating  or  boiling  water  bv  a 
lamp,  cooking  by  steam,  frying,  Ac.  bv 
means  of  heat  derived  from  a  lamp. 

The  lamp  is  a  tin  vessel,  shaped  like  a 
common  tin  porringer,  xvhich  xvill  contain 
about  a  pint. — 'Fo  this  a  cover  is  adapted, 
perforated  xx  ith  tubes  to  receive  the  wicks. 

'Fhe  tea-kettle  is  set,  and  may  be  solder¬ 
ed  in  a  case  of  tin,  xvhich  extends  round  if, 
hut  does  not  embrace  it  so  closely  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  tlie  lieat  ot  the  lamp  from  pervading 
the  sides  as  xvell  as  the  bottom  of  tlie  boiler. 

'I'he  lc:i-kettles  are  more  broad  and  shal- 
loxv  than  usual ;  those  xvhich  xve  hax'e  made 
being  Irom  eight  to  ten  inches  horizontal  di¬ 
ameter,  and  two  to  four  inches  in  depth.
